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HIGHLIGHTS 


1.  At  the  end  of  the  academic  year  1956-57,  libraries  of 
colleges  and  universities  with  enrollments  of  5,000 
students  or  more  had  a  median  of  3^9,250  volumes.   They 
had  added  a  median  of  17*031  volumes  during  the  year. 

2.  The  median  number  of  professional  staff  in  these 
libraries  was  20.1;  of  nonprofessional  staff,  20.0. 

3-   In  1956-57*  these  libraries  spent  an  average  of  $36.87 
per  student. 

k.      Of  each  dollar  of  library  operating  expenditure,  salaries 
and  wages  accounted  for  6k   cents;  library  materials  and 
binding,  slightly  less  than  31  cents;  and  other  operating 
costs,  about  5  cents. 

5.   Between  }<^k6-krJ   and  1956-57*  average  library  operating 
expenditures  of  large  institutions  increased  1^-6.7 
percent  and  library  operating  expenditures  per  student 
rose  122.9  percent.   However,  during  this  period,  library 
expenditures  scarcely  varied  from  being  3-1  percent  of 
total  institutional  expenditures  for  educational  and 
general  purposes. 
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FOREWORD 


Circular  No.  578  presents  library  statistics  of  colleges 
and  universities  with  enrollments  of  5>000  students  or  more  for 
1956-57-   It  is  the  first  of  three  reports  based  on  a  nationvri.de 
survey  of  libraries  in  institutions  of  higher  education  for  that 
year.  All  are  in  the  series  of  studies  made  periodically  by  the 
Office  of  Education  since  19^6-^7.   The  second  report  will  be  a 
circular  giving  selected  statistics  of  higher  education  libraries 
by  type  of  institution  and  by  size  of  enrollment.   The  final 
report  will  cover  all  aspects  of  academic  libraries.   It  will 
appear  as  a  chapter  of  the  Biennial  Survey  of  Education,  1 956-58. 

The  libraries  included  in  this  circular  have  been  treated 
separately  because  the  institutions  they  serve  enroll  nearly 
half  of  all  college  students  in  the  United  States.   For  that 
reason,  these  statistics  are  considered  to  cover  a  significant 
part  of  library  service  to  higher  education. 

For  the  first  time  in  this  series,  past  and  current 
statistics  have  been  analyzed  to  highlight  trends  in  the  develop- 
ment of  academic  libraries.   A  comparison  has  been  made  of  library 
statistics  of  institutions  that  reported  at  least  5,000  students 
during  the  national  surveys  of  I9U6A7,  1951-52,  and  1 956-57.   The 
results  reveal  significant  growth  in  the  size  of  book  collections, 
the  number  of  dollars  spent  for  operating  costs  and  the  number  of 
staff. 

This  circular  owes  its  substance  to  the  librarians  who 
took  time  to  supply  the  original  data.   The  Office  of  Education 
takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  them  for  their  wholehearted 
cooperation.  Acknowledgment  is  made  also  to  Willard  Mishoff  who 
initiated  the  study  and  to  Doris  C.  Holladay,  project  analyst, 
who  edited  the  statistical  reports  and  tabulated  the  data.

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LIBRARY  STATISTICS  OF  LARGER  COLLEGES  AND  UNIVERSITIES,  1956-57 


Coverage 

This  circular  gives  basic  data  on  the  resources,  use,  expenditures 
and  personnel  of  libraries  in  135  colleges  and  universities  with  enroll- 
ments of  5*000  students  or  more  during  1956-57-   The  data  are  from  reports 
sent  to  the  Office  of  Education  during  a  nationwide  survey  of  all  libraries 
in  institutions  of  higher  education  for  1 956-57 •   The  circular  is  confined 
to  libraries  serving  5,000  students  or  more  on  one  campus.  A  few  schools 
had  more  than  5>000  students  only  because  of  large  enrollments  in  extension 
programs.   Since  these  programs  usually  do  not  depend  on  conventional 
library  service,  schools  of  this  type  were  eliminated  to  avoid  distorting 
the  figure  for  operating  expenditures  per  student. 

Table  1  lists  135  libraries.  As  only  13  eligible  institutions  failed 
to  submit  reports,  the  table  covers  91 «2  percent  of  the  institutions  in 
this  category.   Although  the  135  institutions  represent  only  7-3  percent 
of  the  total  number  in  1 956-57,  they  served  1,409,628  students,  Kf.Q   percent 
of  the  nation's  enrollment  in  higher  education. 

The  characteristics  of  this  group  do  not  coincide  with  those  of 
all  institutions  taken  together.   In  addition  to  large  enrollments,  these 
differences  should  be  noted: 

1  .   Of  the  1,852  institutions  of  higher  education  in  1 956-57,  3I+.9 
percent  were  under  public  control;  65. 1  percent  under  private  control.   In 
this  circular,  66.7  percent  are  under  public  control;  33-3  percent  under 
private  control. 

2.  Land-grant  colleges  and  universities  accounted  for  3.7  percent 
of  all  institutions  of  higher  education.   In  this  circular,  the  percentage 
of  land-grant  schools  is  23. 0. 

3.  Junior  colleges  constituted  26.1  percent  of  all  institutions 
of  higher  education.   In  this  circular,  they  amount  to  only  9-6  percent. 

Book  Stock 

The  combined  book  stock  of  these  135  libraries  was  78,175*115  volumes. 
The  distribution  by  size  of  book  stock  is  as  follows :

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The  range  was  from  15,520  volumes  to  6,225,447.  The  average  was 
579, 075 j  the  median,  349,250.  All  13  Junior  college  libraries!/  were  in 
the  lowest  category.  Table  2  lists  libraries  reporting  1,000,000  volumes 
or  more. 

Of  the  libraries  in  table  1,  131  reported  the  number  of  volumes 
added  to  their  collections.  The  range  was  from  977  volumes  to  139, 686 j 
the  average  24,477;  the  median  17,031.  Their  total  acquisitions  of 
1,9^,^63  volumes  produced  a  4.0  percent  annual  increase  in  book  stock 
(ignoring  withdrawals). 

Library  Expenditures 

The  total  operating  expenditures  of  the  135  libraries  amounted  to 
$51,967,244.  Analysis  by  type  of  expenditure  reveals  that  salaries  and 
wages  accounted  for  64.0  percent;  library  materials  and  binding,  30.8 
percent;  and  other  operating  expenditures,  5.2  percent.  The  average 
operating  cost  per  student  Was  $36.87.   The  distribution  by  total  operating 
expenditures  is  shown  below:

The  largest  budget  was  $2,354,189;  the  smallest,  $21,697  (exclusive 
of  2  junior  colleges  that  gave  incomplete  financial  data).  The  average  was 
$384,943;  the  median  $266,025.  All  13  junior  college  libraries  were  in  the 
lowest  category.   Libraries  reporting  total  expenditures  of  $500,00  or  more 
are  listed  in  table  3* 

In  addition  to  the  data  in  table  1,  24  libraries  reported  capital 
outlay  of  more  than  $1,000.   The  range  was  from  $1,486  to  $2,710,000;  the 
total  amounted  to  $10,950,670. 

Library  Personnel 

The  135  libraries  were  staffed  by  the  full-time  equivalent  of  7,836 
persons.  Of  these,  3,822  were  designated  as  professional  librarians.  The 
distribution  by  staff  (total,  professional  and  nonprofessional)  follows:

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The  largest  staff  consisted  of  3^9  persons;  the  smallest,  2.   The 
average  was  58;  the  median,  k2.k.      Of  the  13  junior  college  libraries,  12 
employed  less  than  10  persons.   The  number  of  professional  librarians 
ranged  from  1 56  to  1.   The  average  was  28;  the  median,  20.1.   One  library 
ranked  highest  by  reporting  233  nonprofessional  workers;  one  library 
reported  that  it  had  no  nonprofessional  employees.   The  average  was  30; 
the  median,  20.0. 

Ninety-seven  institutions,  slightly  more  than  70  percent,  conferred 
faculty  status  on  one  or  more  professional  librarians  on  their  staffs.  In 
all,  1', 526  professionals,  or  about  kO   percent,  were  so  classified. 

LIBRARY  TRENDS  IN  LARGER  INSTITUTIONS 

To  highlight  changes  in  size  of  collections,  financial  support  and 
number  of  staff,  table  k   presents  statistics  of  79  libraries  in  colleges 
and  universitites  that  had  5>000  students  or  more  during  the  entire  10-year 
period  beginning  with  19^-6-^7-   This  group  includes  all  but  one  of  the 
institutions  that  maintained  this  level  of  enrollment.   The  data  were  taken 
from  nationwide  surveys  by  the  Library  Services  Branch  for  1 ^hG-k^EJ    and 
1951-523/  and  the  present  report.   To  facilitate  comparison  the  data  for 
each  year  have  been  averaged.

From  1 9^6-^4-7  to  1 956-57>  these  libraries  made  the  following  average 

Book  stock,  +53 -3  percent. 

Operating  expenditures,  +  1^6.7  percent. 

Number  of  staff,  +1+7.3  percent. 

Operating  expenditures  per  student,  +122.9  percent. 

Expenditures  for  these  79  libraries  increased  substantially  but  not 
disproportionately.  During  this  period,  they  scarcely  varied  from  being 
3.1  percent  of  total  institutional  expenditures  for  educational  and  general 
purposes.  Thus  they  accurately  reflected  the  rising  costs  of  higher  education 
in  the  United  States.
